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DETAILED ACTION

2. Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor suggests wherein the pillars extends outside the active 
region to prevent electrical shorting; and wherein the substrate is coated with a solution 
comprising an organic functional material dissolved in a solvent, the pillars are inert to 
the solvent.
